Declaring thousands of women and 
children are starving and freezing in 
the stricken countries of Europe, Dr. 
A. R. Wentz, of the Seminary faculty, 
brought the appeal of the Lutheran 
National Council for funds and cloth­ 
ing to the congregation of the Christ 
Lutheran Church here, Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
This appeal has been or will be 
made in Lutheran churches through­ 
out the county in the near future. 
Eight hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars are asked by the Lutheran 
Council to carry on the work of re­ 
lief under the auspices of the church, 
chiefly in Russia and Poland. 
Dr. Wentz urgied a generous re­ 
sponse to the appeal because “we are 
able” and “they are our brethren.” 
He said the undescribable conditions 
which exist in certain parts of Europe 
are “the terrible afterm ath of the 
harvest of death." 
Some have said 
these countries were responsible for 
the war, he declared, and they have 
brought this suffering upon 
them­ 
selves. 
“But no one will say these 
women and children or any individual 
citizen is to be blamed for the war,” 
he added. 
According to the outline of condi­ 
tions presented by Dr. Wentz, tho 
death rate is high from starvation, 
freezing anti pestilence. 
With 
the 
manhood of these countries buried on 
battlefields, he declared, these people 
are unable to care for themselves. 
Their greatest need, he pointed out, 
is for clothes, food and medicine. 
Because of the low exchange rates 
with the countries being reached by 
the church, money sent from here 
is more than tripled in value, the 
speaker said. 
Thirty three cents will 
keep** child from .starving for twenty 
days, he declared in urging small as 
well as large contributions. 
It was announced at the services 
that clothing for European sufferers 
would be collected in the lecture room 
of the church on 
Wednesday 
and 
Thursday of this week.

HARDING SIGNS NAVAL BIL! 


Make** No Comment on Limitation Re­ 
quest at Present. 


(By Associated Press) 
Washington, Jan. 22. 
The annual 
naval appropriation b ll, which in­ 
cludes a request by Congress that 
President Harding negotiate with tho 
other powers for further limitation 
of naval armam ents, was signed to­ 
day by the President. 
The President simply affixed his sig­ 
nature without making any public 
comment on the limitation request or 
indicating whether he w old have any­ 
thing to say to Congres later on this 
subject. 
He is left free under tho 
provisions to decide whether he will 
comply with the request, and it ha* 
been indicated in adm inistrative circle* 
that he d oes not regard it as advis­ 
able to do so.

Penalties For Theft And For Intoxi­ 
cated Drivers Are To Be Increased, 
And Licenses Forbidden, 


Efforts to halt the ever increasing 
death toll from careless, incompetent 
or drunken automobile drivers in this 
state, are seen in the bill codifying the 
motor vehicle laws of Pennsylvania 
to be introduced into the Senate Tues­ 
day by Senator Fletcher VV. Sites, of 
Montgomery county. 
Under the term s of this bill, all 
drivers of motor vehicles in this state 
would be required to pass an exami­ 
nation as to their fitness to operate a 
machine. 


The bill creates also a new depart­ 
ment of state government, to Ik* known 
its the Motor Vehicle Denartment, un­ 
der a Commissioner of Motor Ve­ 
hicles to be appointed by the Governor. 
This departm ent will take over the 
present Automobile division of the 
State Highway departm ent and ad­ 
m inister it under greatly amplified 
powers, under term s of the act. 
A for ce of inspectors not to exceed 
150 in number is provided for in the 
bill and these inspectors under a chief 
inspector are to examine all applicants 
for license to operate motor vehicles. 
A separate operator’s license is to be 
issued in acklition to the card issued 
for the registration of motor vehicles. 
The increase of a drivers license fee 
from $1 to $3 is the only change in 
license fees under the term s of the 
new measure. 


Aside from the licensing of drivers, 
the proposed act contains .several oth­ 
er new features. 
It makes the theft 
of a motor vehicle and the operation 
of a car by intoxicated persons two 
of the most expensive parttime* in 
the State. 
The penalty for theft is 
the same as that now provided but 
with the added clause that any per­ 
son convicted of theft is thereafter 
lanced from obtaining a license to 
operate a motor vehicle in this state 
For operating a motor vehicle while 
intoxicated, the minimum fine is in­ 
creased from $100 to $500 and the jail 
sentence to two years or either or 
both may be imposed. 
After convic­ 
tion no license to operate can be is­ 
sues! for three years. 
Severe pen­ 
alties are also imposed on persons 
who permit an intoxicated person to 
operate a car which they own or which 
is in their custody. 
An owner who 
permits anyone whose license has been 
revoked or who has been refused a 
license to o p e ra te his car is likewise 
subject to a heavy fine and imprison­ 
ment. 
Five per cent of the gross receipts 
from automobile registration will pay 
the expenses of the departm ent it is 
contended and in return, that branch 
of the government which yields an­ 
nually more than one-seventh of the 
budget requirem ents pf the Common­ 
wealth will be nut on a business basis 
while some effort will have been made 
by adoption of th s hill to stop the 
death toll of the careless driver.
